It Is marvelous how many of the tiny 
creatures In the Insect world conceal 
and preserve their eggs. 
8ome will 
deposit them in extraordinary places; 
others will Insert them in the skins of 
living anim als; others, again, deposit 
their eggs where the young grub, after 
coming ffom the egg, finds food close 
a t hand. 
Among these last m entioned are In­ 
sects who bestow great lalior in the 
cradle of their young. 
The place they 
select Is a hard p art of a leaf or the 
woody I (ranch of a tree.
